WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP) 
— The Washington Post and 
Times-Herald said today Pres- | 
ident Eisenhower overrode a 3-1 | 
recommendation from the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff that would have 
authorized American air attack 
on the Chinese mainland to pre- 
vent a Communist landing on 


Nationalist Quemoy. The paper 
said the Joint Chiefs’ recom- 
mendation had the backing of | 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles. 

The copyrighted story by 
Chalmers M. Roberts said the 
President’s veto was exercised 
at the extraordinary meeting of 
the National Security Council 
in Denver Sept. 12. That was 
nine days after Red artillery 
on the mainland opened up with 
a 6000-shell barrage against 
Chiang Kai-shek forces on the 
island only seven miles: away. 
The article says also that the 
Quemoy affair spurred the 
President to renewed efforts to 
find a way out of the impasse 
of American policy in the Far 
East. It adds that the situation 
lies behind the strong accent on 
the search for peace which has 


appeared in recent Eisenhower 
statements on foreign policy. 


The shelling of Quemoy led 
Washington to believe that the 
Communists were softening up 
the Nationalist outpost for a pos- 
sible landing. The Post and 
Times-Herald article says one 
quick result was Pentagon per- 
mission for Chiang’s air force to 
bomb attacking artillery and 
search out and attack any troop 
and shipping concentrations in 


‘the Quemoy area.

Doctor and Wife Sat To- 
gether in One Chair 
to Watch Television, 
Neighbor Says. 


CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 8 
(UP)—A close friend of Dr. 
Samuel H. Sheppard told from 
the witness stand today how the 
young osteopath and his wife 
sat in the same living room 
chair during a neighborly get- 
together a few hours before she 
was beaten to death. 

Calied as the second witness 


the 30-year-old osteopath to the 
electric chair, Don J. Ahern de- 
scribed how on the evening of 
July 3 Dr. Sheppard went to 
sleep on a living room couch 
wearing slacks, a T-shirt. and a 
tan corduroy jacket. 

The state charges Dr. Shep- 
pard beat his wife to death with 
a heavy instrument after an ar- 
gument about his affairs with 
other women, 

Sheppard’s Story. 

Sheppard has said that after 
Ahern and Mrs. Ahern left his 
home, he—still sleeping on the 
living room, couch—was awak- 
ened by a call from his wife 
and ran up the stairs only to 
be knocked unconscious at his 
wife’s bedroom door. He says 
when he came to he went in, 
found his wife dead, and heard 
someone running out of the 
house. 

Sheppard says he chased a 
“bushy-haired man” to the Lake 
Erie beach, grappled with him 
dnd again was knocked out. 
When authorities arrived in re- 
sponse to Sheppard's call 
around 6 a.m. July 4, they found 
him with nothing on above the 
waist. The tan corduroy jacket 
was found neatly folded on the 
recouch. The T-shirt never has 
been found. 

Dr. Sheppard sat stony-faced, 
hands folded, when Ahern be- 
gan testifying. Later, as Ahern 
recalled homely details of his 
wife’s serving dinner and sit- 
ting with him to watch televi- 
sion, Sheppard closed his eyes.

Produce 60 Pct. of 
New Revenue, Transit 
Company Estimates.

At least 60 per cent of the 
new’ $400,000 to $450,000 fare 
increase sought by St. Louis 
Public Service Co. would be 
paid by St. Louis county riders, 
figures released by the com- 
pany indicated today. 

Zone fares would account for 
$240,000 to $290,000 of the 
amount asked, it was shown. 
The company estimated that 
nly about 3 per cent of the 
intra-city riders—thése whose 
trips are confined to the city— 
would be subject to new 5-cent 
zone charges. 

Remainder of the zone reve- 


travel across the city-county 
line. City residents represent 
only a small percentage of these 
passengers. 


Elimination of Tokens. 


In addition to the new system 
of zone fares, the company’s 
proposal includes the elimina- 
tion of tokens, an increase in the 
student pass charge and a re- 
duced, 30-cent round-trip fare 
for inner-zone riders. 

From elimination of tokens, 
now selling four for 75 cents, 
the company estimated its rev- 
enue would increase by $100,000 
a year. The regular cash fare is 
20 cents. 

An additior.al $50,000 in reve- 


creasing the price of the student 
pass to $1 from 90 cents. 

There are presently 48,800 city- 
county rides per day, the com- 
pany said. Of these, about 6600 
now require a 5-cent zone charge 
on the outer end of three lines 
—Manchester, Woodson and

zone charge for the first time. 
The figure on rides refer to one- 
way trips so that the number of 
passengers affected would be 
about one-half these totals. 


One-Zone Round-Trip Fare. 


The 30-cent round-trip fare for 
one-zone, non-transfer riders 
would be available in all zones 
and would, the company said, 
promute more short-haul rides. 

“The productivity of the pro- 
posed new zone system is based 
on the new generated riding we 
expect as a result of the 30-cent 
round-trip fare,” a company 
spokesman stated. 

Presently there is an aver- 
age of 67,800 rides taken daily 
that fall within the one-zone, 
non-transfer category, the com- 
pany said. Persons making these 
trips could take advantage of 
the 30-cent round-trip rate.

United, States airmen, rescued

Points Out Narrowed Concept. 

Vishinsky wanted to know why 
the original Eisenhower proposal 
of last December, amplified by 
Secretary of State Dulles before 
this General Assembly, had been 
harrowed in the objectives of 
distributing nuclear power and 
facilities to undeveloped na- 
tions.

Yoshida Urges 10-Fold Increase 
In Aid to Nations of Free Asia 


Japanese Prime Minister Says 4 Billion a 
Year Is Needed to Keep Them From 
Falling to Communists. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Yoshida of Japan 
called today for a program of 
about four billion dollars a year 


to save the new countries of Asia 
from the sway of Communist 
China. 


Urging a “drastically en- 
larged” program patterned after 
the Marshall plan, Yoshida said 
in a speech for the National 
Press Club that “there is not 
much time—let us act now.” 

He acknowledged that the 
World Bank, the United States 
Foreign Operations Administra- 
tion and the British-sponsored 
Colombo plan for non-military 
development of Southeast Asia 
together have been supplying 
about $400,000,000 a year. 

“Important as this is, it repre- 
sents about a tenth of what is 
required to keep pace with 
Communist. China,” Yoshida 
said. “‘Somewhere, somehow, a 


resist, and Southeast Asia will 
fall to the Communists without 
a struggle.” 

He said Communist China is 
investing heavily to increase its 
economic strength, adding: 

“The Communist way to get 
new captital is to lock the doors, 
draw the blinds, and put the 
screws to its people. With 
terror, forced labor, confisca- 
tion of property and wealth, 
and inhuman demends on the 
populace, the Communists are 
able to create new captial. 

“That is not our way. We of 
the free world will have to do 
the job—in the proud American 
phrase—‘the hard way’; subject 
to all the political risks that 
democracy involves. 

“But help must come from 
outside if improvement is to 
come fast enough to be effec- 
tive.”

Gamma, Delta Kappa, Inc., and 
others. 

The Supreme Court dismissed 
the appeal, saying no substantial 
federal question was involved. 

Trustees of the university in 
October 1953 approved a resolu- 
tion requiring student social or- 
ganizations to sever their con- 
nections with national groups 
and to eliminate “artificial cri- 
teria” in the selection of mem- 
bers. The move was aimed at 
ending racial and religious bars 
by social organizations. 

Judge Augustus N. Hand of 
the United States Circuit Court, 
now dead, said in the special 
court’s opinion that “The board 
of trustees seems clearly within 
its supervisory powers in making 
the decision that social organiza- 
tions, other than strictly local 
autonomous ones, subject. with- 
out question to local control by 
the university, are detrimental 
to the educational environment 
at units of the state university.” 

Fraternities and sororities af- 
fected contended the bar de- 
prived them of civil rights, en- 
croached on their freedom of as- 
sembly, and denied them equal 
protection of laws.

When Warden Ross V. Randolph 
came to Menard Penitentiary in 


February 1953, he faced a tre- 
mendous job of rehabilitation. 
The convicts, almost 2000 in 
tiumber, were sullen, the guard | 
force was disorganized and still 
bickering and 20 per cent of the 
inmates were idle. 

Randolph, a man with a var- 
fed background of educator, 
policeman and . administrator, 
was sent to Menard by a newly- 
elected Republican governor 
William G. Stratton, to clean up 
after the savage rioting which 
had occurred the previous Sep- 
tember and October. 

‘The situation was about the 
same as that now confronting 
Warden Ralph E. Eidson at the 
Missouri State Penitentiary at 
Jefferson City where convicts 
have staged several riots since 
Sept. 22. The Missouri uprising 
—with five inmates dead, 67 
others wounded or injured and 
an estimated $3,000,000 damage 
to prison buildings—was more 
serious than the Illinois riots. 

Trouble had been brewing for 
a long time at Menard before 
the 1952 riots and the same can 
be said of Missouri's convict up- 
rising. The only difference in 
the basic cause was that in IIli- 
nois it was largely due to politi- 
cal interference with operation 
of the prison. Missouri’s diffi- 
culty is. basically money—tight-

Menard had been the ugly 
stepchild of the Illinois penal 
system for many years.

The prison’s unfortu- 
nate location in the bed of an 
old rock quarry makes it one of 
the hotter spots in the Midwest 
in summer. Economy-minded 
legislators have been inclined 
to pare costs of its operations 
‘before using the budget ax élse- 
where.

A total of 593 inmates were as- 
signed to the psychopathic divi- 
sion, a part of the penitentiary 
and not connected with Security 
Hospital, about 100*as workers 
and the rest as patients. Most pa- 
tients in the psychopathic divi- 
sion are kept busy under a pro- 
gram of recreational, industrial 
and educationaltherapy. Hydro- 
therapy treatment is provided 
for those in need of it. 

The prison also has what is 

known as the “idle gang,” a 
group of infirm or unco-opera- 
tive inmates, unable or unwill- 
ing to work. The “idle gang,” 
called the “crank gang” by in- 
mates, had 44 members last 
week. 
Work at the machine shops, 
barber shops and other shops in 
the institution is divided equally 
between learning and service. 
Many qualified mechanics come 
out of Menard on the theory, 
expressed by Randolph, that “we 
can teach them what they can 
use on the outside.” 

Menard does not have as 
many inmates engaged in agri- 
culture as the Missouri prison, 
but the honor farm, located out- 
side the walls on part of the 


prison’s 2200 acres, is a beehive * 


of activity. 

.“That’s what it takes to keep 
inmates out of mischief,” he 
said. ‘“‘Keep ’em tusy. And— 
treat them like human beings.” 

He thought for a moment. 
“As a matter of fact,” he said,

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McCarthy Assails Watkins on Senate Floor

nition and filed a corrected re- 
port. . 
Senator McCarthy subsided at 
this point. But the well-laid 
‘ plans of Majority Leader Know- 
Jand and Minority Leader Lyn- 
don Johnson of Texas to get a 
lot of routine Senate business 
out of the way today so that the 
decks would be clear for open- 
ing of censure debate Wednes- 
day clearly had been wrecked. 
Meeting Is Recessed. 

Senator Knowland recessed 
the stormy assembly at 1:20 
p.m., just one hour and 20 min- 
utes after it opened, reschedul- 
ing the Senate to meet again at 
10 am, tomorrow. Tomorrow 
will be devoted to eulogies for 
Senators who died since the Sen- 
ate was last in session. 

Meanwhile, Senator Watkins 
and others obtained unanimous 
consent to have the Watkins re- 
port printed in the Congression- 
al. Record in toto, along with in- 
dicators as to what deletions and 
corrections had been made in 
the Sept. 27 draft. These will 
be available for Senators early 
tomorrow. 

The wrangle over the Watkins 
report was by no means the only 
problem which Knowland had to 
contend with this morning from 
the McCarthy forces. 

His admonition, to the Senate 
that the censure debate . took 
priority over all other Senate 
business, including that of com- 
mittees, brought protests from 
Republican Senators George W. 
Malone of Nevada and Senator 
Homer Capehart of Michigan, 
that a 10 a.m.-to-late-afternoon 
schedule for Senate sessions 
would leave no time except after 
nightfall for committee meet- 
ings, which is precisely what 
Senator Knowland had in mind. 

Meeting on FHA Scheduled 

Senator Capehart said he had 
scheduled a meeting of the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee for tomorrow morning on 
Federal Housing Administration 
scandals. Senator Knowland 
agreed that perhaps he should 

, have a dispensation. 

It was not clear just why Sen- 
ator Malone was battling for 
time for committee hearings. It 
was clear, however, that the 
Knowland schedule could pre- 
vent Serfator McCarthy from 
holding scheduled hearings of 
the Investigations subcommittee 
of which he 1s chairman. Malone 
and McCarthy are good friends. 

Senator McCarthy has tenta- 
tively scheduled hearings for the 
week of Nov. 15, presumably to 
revive the issue of subversion in 
the armed services installations. 
He was planning to have Senator 
Watkins in for questioning as to 
how he reached certain conclu- 
sions during the Watkins com- 
mittee hearings on the McCarthy 
censure issue. 

Democrats Keep Out.

“The jurors ought to be here 
to hear evidence. I hope the 
Senators will keep an open mind 
until Senator McCarthy is 
heard. 

Quickly Out of Hand. 

The history-making session of 
the Senate drew packed galler- 
jes, predominantly women, who 
sat mesmerized as the “semi- 
judicial” proceedings got com- 
pletely out of hand only a few 
minutes after the Senators had 
' stood with heads bowed during 


Only about one-third of the 
Senators were present at noon 
when the session was called to 
order by. Vice President Nixon, 
but a roll call quickly rounded 
up a sizeable majority. | 

There were no demonstrations 
among the galleryites, many of 
whom wore red, white and blue 
buttons which announced: “I am 
for McCarthy.” 

Titters of amusement greeted 
some of McCarthy's remarks, es- 
pecially when he was belaboring 
Watkins on questions involving 
the latter’s “common decency” 
and “common honesty.” A roar 
of laughter went up when Wat- 
kins interrupted McCarthy to 
hand him a copy of the final 
committee report and another 
outburst of amusement accom- 
panied Senator Case’s demon- 
strating to Senator McCarthy 
where he could find the dele- 
tions and corrections about 
which he was so concerned. 

Brochure Distributed. 

McCarthy, as the session 
opened, had his aids distribute 
to each Senator a brochure of 
extracts from the Communist 
Daily Worker, containing bit- 
ter attacks upon. McCarthy and 
presumably intended to convey 
the impression that the censure 
move against him is a Commu- 
nist plot. 

The cover described the con- 
tents as the “official Commu- 
nist party line on Senator Mc- 
Carthy.” In bold, black letters, 
it said, “Throw the Bum Out.” 

A conservative Republican 
Senator who shall be nameless 
remarked as he glanced at this 


quotation: 

“This is the first time I have 
agreed with the party line.” 

McCarthy said he had the 
pamphlet printed at his own ex- 
pense. He put it in the Con- 
gressional Record today. 

The special committee, headed 
by Watkins was to have per- 
fected the wording of. the reso- 
lution. 

However, only four ofthe com- 
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mittee’s six members showed up 
at the start and Watkins said for 
that reason the resolution would 
not be placed before the Senate 
until Wednesday. He wanted all 
members to see it. Those present 
in addition to Watkins were 
Senators Case, Frank Carlson 
(Rep.), Kansas, and John Sten- 
nis (Dem.), Mississippi. 

Senator Sam J. Ervin (Dem*), 
North Carolina, sent word he 
would not be here before to- 
morrow, because of the death of 
Gov. William B. Umstead, who 
appointed him to the Senate. 
The other Senator on the com- 
mittee is Edwin Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado. 

Watkins said, however, that 
despite Ervin’s absence he would 
go ahead and present the com- 
mittee’s report. It was made 
public several weeks ago. 

The air today was charged 
with accusations by McCarthy 
that the Senate will engage in a 
“Tynching bee” at his expense. 

Says He Will Fight on. 

McCarthy said again today 
that regardless of the outcome 
he would continue his fight 
against Communism. 

McCarthy’s assertion that he 
would keep fighting Commu- 
nism even if censured came just 
before he went to the Senate 
floor. 

He said he would continue 
“fighting the dirtiest fighters 
in the world until the Com- 
munists win or uatil we die.” 

McCarthy said the question 
before the Senate is whether a 
Senator can speak out about 
“wrongdoing, dishonesty and in- 
competence.” He added that he 
thought he would be censured 
but he said it would not stop 
him “regardless of the vote.” 

Vice President Nixon told re- 
porters he thought the special 
session could ‘end in less than 
two weeks. 

Nixon noted that Knowland 
hoped to get the unusual meet- 
ing over in two weeks. 

“I think it could break soon- 
er than that, or, if not, it may 
last a month,” the Vice Presi- 
dent said. 

On every Senator’s desk as 
they came into the chamber was 
a 20-page pamphlet reproducing 
articles from the Daily Worker, 
Communist newspaper. 

The top sheet carried ih big 
type, the words “Throw the Bum 
Out.” Below this, in smaller 
type, were the words, “official 
Communist party line on Sena- 
tor McCarthy.” 

McCarthy, appearing  yester- 
day on a CBS television pro- 
gram, charged anew that the 
committee of three Republican 
and three Democratic Senators 
which conducted the hearings on 
censure charges against him had 
returned “silly” . recommenda- 
tions. 

Three of the Senators on the 
committee—Chairman Watkins, 
Ervin, Johnson—were biased 
against him from the outset, Mc- 
Carthy said, adding that Watkths 
was guilty of a “fit of childish 
anger” on two occasions during 
the committee hearings which 
prevented McCarthy from ade- 
quately presenting his defense. 

McCarthy said he did not 
know whether the other three 
Senators on the select committee 
were prejudiced against him. 
They are Senators Case, Carl- 
son and Stennis. 

Senator Everett C. Dirksen, 
Illinois Republican, a_ stanch 
supporter of McCarthy who will 
be in the forefront of his de- 
fense in the Senate debate, dis- 
agreed with McCarthy’s ap- 
praisal of the Senate session as 
a lynching bee. 

Appearing yesterday on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press,” Dirksen said 
that he could not conceive that 
a body of the Senate’s ‘‘probity 
and integrity” would engage in 
any such procedure as McCar- 
thy has predicted. 

Dirksen agreed’ with McCar- 
thy’s contention that he was not 
given ample opportunity to 
present his defense during the 
select committee hearings, but 
he disagreed with the Wisconsin 
Republican’s rtions that the 
committee was “stacked” against 


him. 

Dirksen said that his primary 
concern was that a vote of cen- 
sure against McCarthy would 
place a curb on the investiga- 
tive power of all Senators and 
would give the impression 
abroad that the Senate does not 
approve of persons who fight 
Communism. - 

This is substantially the line 
that McCarthy has been taking 
against his critics and will fol- 
low in the course of Senate de- 
bate on censure, a development 
which he said yesterday is cer- 
tain becausé his enemies have 
“plenty of votes lined up.” He 
added, however, that he did not 
believe that the. “Republican 
leadership” in the Senate would 
go along with the censure mo- 
tion. 

McCarthy Given Medal. 

cCarthy, before going to the 
Senate floor today, had been 
presented the Patriotic Service 
medal of the American Coali- 
tion. 

He also was presented 22 
bound volumes containing more 
than 275,000 signatures of per- 
sons in 40 states expressing their 
protest against. the censure 
resolution. The signatures were 
presented by Vincent ‘Ferrari, 
Queens county (N.Y.) postmas- 
ter, on behalf of the Catholic 
War Veterans of New York who 
collected the signatures. 

The American Coalition is 
described by its officers as con- 
sisting of 98 separate organiza- 
tions which have banded to- 
gether to “protect the free- 
doms and independence of the 
United States.” It was formed 
in 1928 


Gardner Osborn, president of 
the Coalition, said in presenting 
the medal that McCarthy has 
become a “prime target of Com- 
munism to be attacked and,, if 


possible, destroyed by any 
means.” 
“If you are destroyed,” he 


said, “then it follows as night 
follows day, that your disting- 
uished anti-Communist  col- 
leagues in the Congress and in 
the governmenf, will also be 
savagely assaulted and they, too, 
eliminated.” . 

There was some speculation

BRITAIN AND JORDAN AGREE 


ON TREATY REVISION TALKS 


LONDON, Nov. 8 (AP)—Brit- 
ain and the Arab kingdom of 
Jordan have agreed to open 
talks on possible changes in their 
military treaty of alliance, the 
Foreign Office said today.

causing lung cancer, and it is 
time the Government did some- 
thing about restricting the use 
of tobacco, 

Dr. Alton Ochsner, professor | 
of surgery at Tulane University, | 
New Orleans, and former presi- | 
dent of the Americarr College of 
Surgeons and of the American 
Cancer Society, drew up a blast- 
ing indictment against tobacco 
use in any form, in a book, 
“Smoking and Cancer.” 


Dr. Evarts A. Graham, pro-| 
fessor emeritus of surgery at/| 
Washington University, St. Louis, 
who was the first surgeon to re- 
move successfully a cancerous 
lung from a human. being, in- 
dorsed in a foreword Dr. Ochs- 
ner’s views and added these 
questions of his own: 


‘Alluring Advertising. 

“Are the manufacturers of 
cigarettes going to be allowed 
indéfinitely to go on making ad- 
dicts for their own profits by 
their alluring advertising? Are 
the radio and television net- 
works to be permitted to cdon- 
tinue carrying the advertising 
material of the cigarette indus- 
try? Isn't it time that the offi- 
cial guardian of the people’s 
health, the United States Public 
Health Service, at least make a 
statement of warning?” 

Dr. Graham said “probably 
it is important to distinguish | 
between the use of tobacco and 
cigarette smoking. It is doubt- 
ful if they are synonymous.” On | 
that, Dr. Ochsner did not go 
along. Dr. Graham put the word 
“excessive” in front of “ciga- 
rette smoking.” Ochsner did not. 
Ochsner said the use.of tobacco 
in any form and in anv degree 
was dangerous to health. He 
said: “Tobacco is a loaded, often 
a lethal weapon. Time pulls the 
trigger.” 

Both doctors contended that 
it had been proved to the hilt 
that cigarette smoking causes 
lung cancer, and were critical of 
scientists —* particularly medical } 
doctors—who doubt the proof. | 

} 


Propaganda Device. 

A spokesman for the tobacco 
indtstry research committee 
said Ochsner’s book was “just | 
another propaganda device in 
the anti-tobacco crusade which 


SSS 


the author has been, carrying on 
for years.” 

For their proof, both surgeons 
relied upon 14 statistical studies, 
all of which showed a relation 
between cigarette smoking and 
lung cancer. Dr. Graham said 
“There is no published study 
which shows a lack of associ- 
ation between lung cancer and 
excessive use of cigarettes. Is 
not this finding in itself sig- 
nificant?” 

Dr. Ochsner said the recent 
published statistical study of the 
American Cancer Society which 
involved the smoking habits of 
187,766 men between 50 and 70, 
was “massive proof.” This “‘mas- 
sive proof” was that “even light 
cigarette smoking is associated 
with increasing death rates,” 
that “heavy smoking (of any 
kind) nearly doubles the death 
rate from diseases of the coro- 
nary (heart) arteries,” that 
“heavy cigarette smoking more 
than doubles the death rate from 
cancer.” 

Answer Is: Don’t Smoke. 

The only answer, he said, is | 
not to smoke—not to use tobac- 
co in any form.- But people who 
do smoke—whether cigarettes or 
cigars or pipe—have “a smoker's 
choice,”” and the choice is this: 

“True, if you are a heavy | 
smoker, you may not die of can- 
cer. You may die of heart 
disease. Or a circulatory ail- 
ment. Or cerebral hemorrhage. | 
Or you may go blind from nico- 
tine amblyopia. ... There are | 
even indications that if you are 
a man you may becéme impotent; 
if a woman, sterile.” 

He raked the tobacco indus- 
try, charging that its “grisly 
success ... has been achieved 
by the deliberate preaching of | 
addiction.” But, he’ said, it may | 
be “the cigarette industry has} 
too long allowed itsélf to be led | 
by the nose by unprincipled (ad- | 
vertising’ agericies. There are | 
leaders in the industry . . . (who) | 
would welcome, I am told, some | 
form of legislative action, state | 
or federal, that would bring the | 
processing and sale of their} 
product under the discipline now | 
imposed upon the liquor and / 
drug industries.”

Communism is a continuing 
danger in all of the underdevel- 
oped areas of the non-Commu- 
nist world — containing two- 
thirds of the people outside the 
Iron Curtain—because: 

1. Communism fulfills. many 
of the psychological needs of the 
one billion human beings in the 
underdeveloped areas, and prom- 
ises to fulfill their real needs. 

2. Communism offers the only 
visible alternative to continued 
stagnation in disease, poverty 
and ignorance. 


In the typical underdeveloped 
area, only about 10 or 20 per 
cent of the people are educated 
at all; perhaps 1 per cent are 
“intellectuals.” The educated 
fraction, and particularly the in- 
tellectuals, have an influence out 
of all proportion to their num- 
bers. ‘ 

Intellectuals Lead Movement. 

It is the intellectuals in the 
underdeveloped areas who form 
the spearhead of Communism. 
Most of the leading intellectuals 
of Asia, Africa, the Middle East 
and Latin America have been, to 
a greater or less degree, influ- 
enced by Marxist philosophy; 
Many of them are active agents 
in the Communist apparatus of 
their countries. 

It is easy enough to under- 
stand the appeal of Communism 
for the educated minority of the 
underveloped areas. Commu- 
nism is a neat, closed body of 


win points by speeding the or- 
derly liquidation of colonialism. 

Whatever force there is in the 
image of the United States as a 
nation practicing repression at 
home and military adventure 
abroad might be reduced if we 
were doubly careful to preserve 
our own civil liberties, and to 
build our necessary military de- 
fenses without aggressive expos- 
tulations. Perhaps our foreign 
information service can help 
change the image of America in 
the minds of some Asians, Afri- 
cans or Latin Americans, 

Virtue, honestly practiced and 
judiciously advertised, may. ulti- 
mately bring a substantial re- 
ward. 

So long, however, as no really 
adequate, non-Cemmunist pro- 
gram exists for meeting the 
needs of the people in the un- 
derdeveloped areas, no substan- 
tial progress against the erosion 
of those areas to Communism 
can be anticipated, in the opin- 
ion of the M.I1.T. experts. Com- 
munism promises—anything that 
seems likely to attract. Behind 
Communist promises, invisible to 
the unwary, lurks the apparatus 
of totalitarian control, the police 
state. 

We cannot match Communist 
promises, and we have no totali- 
tarian apparatus to enforce our 
control. 

What we can do is to help the 
people of the underdeveloped 


preventive war with the Soviet 
Union has been ruled a “secur- 
ity risk.” 

Davies, then a member of the 
State Department’s policy plan- 
ning staff, produced a remark- 
able policy paper early in 1950. 
The Davies paper pointed out 
that the situation of the United 
States would become intolerably 
dangerous after the Soviets had 
accumulated a decisive stock of 
the absolute weapons. 


Urges ‘Preventive Action.’ 

This situation, the Davies 
paper reasoned, must not be 
allowed to arise. If necessary, 
“preventive action” must be 
taken to prevent its arising, 
while a decisive atomic advan- 
tage still lay with the United 
States. 

Most people think of a “‘se- 
curity risk" as a man who is, at 
the very least, “soft” on Com- 
munism. This is what they 
have been taught to think by 
the clever politicians who in- 
vented the phrase, “security 
risk.” So now the vaunted se- 
curity system has “ferreted out” 
a man so soft on Communism 
that he has advocated preven- 
tive war with the Soviet Union. 
Someday, perhaps, it will be 
possible to laugh at this sort of 
nonsense. 

It is true, of course, that 
Davies’s present position repre- 
sents a considerable evolution 
fram his political views when 
he was in China in wartime.

The investigating business has become r. sre 
popular if not more serious business with each 
succeeding Congress. Now that the Democrats are 
in control, what are they going to investigate? 

It is a safe bet that the congressional commit- 
tees (as newly organized in January) will be 
tempted to do a lot of investigating, whatever 
the pledges of a moratorium on political feuding. 
For one thing, the Democrats have already prom- 
ised several inquiries. For another, the Republi- 
cans in power investigated Democratic policies 
for 20 years back. 

Now, the Democratic leaders indicate, it is 
time for redress if not retaliation. And here are 
some subjects they are investigating as potential 
fields for investigation: 


Security program: The Republicans began the 
“numbers game,” with Vice President Nixon 
making it appear that the Administration had 
fired many security risks hired by Democratic 
Administrations, The Democrats countercharged 
that many of the dismissals had nothing to do 
with security or Communism. They suspect some 
dismissals may have involved appointees of the 
Eisenhower Administration. The true facts still 
are not known. 


Subversion: Senator McClellan of Arkansas 
will take over from Senator McCarthy as chair- 
man of the Government Operations Committee. 
In the House the man slated to lead the Un- 
American Activities Committee, Congressman 
Walter of Pennsylvania, proposes abolishing that 
group and giving its agenda to the Judiciary 
Committee. The investigation of subversion will 
proceed but undoubtedly with more regard for 
facts and individual rights. 


Civil service: The Administration recently or- 
dered federal agencies to clear job openings 
through the G.O.P. National Committee. The 
quiet invasion of civil service by patronage ma- 
neuvers begs for public hearings. 


Giveaways: Republican Senator Langer is al- 
ready investigating the Dixon-Yates power con- 
tract. This subject offers the Democrats a field 
day. They are also likely to inspect the whole 
realm of G.O.P. policies on public power, con- 
servation and business mergers and monopolies, 
with a side-glance at General Motors’ share of 
defense contracts. 

Defense; Military policy is almost certain to 
come under investigation by the two Armed 
Services Committees under new Democratic 
chairmen, Senator Russell and Congressman 
Vinson, both of Georgia. Senator Symington of 
Missouri and others have been sharply critical 
of the slowdown in air force rebuilding and cut- 
backs in other defense forces. 

Foreign policy: In the campaign some Repub- 
licans still blamed Democrats for the “loss of 
China.” The Democrats might be provoked into 
investigating the loss of Indochina after G.O.P. 
leaders had called it of “transcendent import- 
ance.” This, however, is a good place to resist 
investigative temptation. Hopes for restoring a 
bipartisan foreign policy should not be risked 
in reckless inquiries. 

The field for investigation is, of course, always 
ripe for Congressmen determined to investigate 
something. And the Democrats are in a position 
to prepare for the 1956 presidential campaign. 
The Reptblicans did the same thing while they 
were in power. Now the Democrats hold the fort 
and can manufacture the ainmunition. 
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And Then There’s Next Year 

While U.C.L.A. and Oklahoma football teams

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How the Cabinet Fared 


In view of the fact that the Eisenhower Cabi- 
net campaigned far harder than any previous 
presidential Cabinet for a midterm congres- 
sional election, it is interesting to see how the 
several secretaries came out in their home states. 
Here is the record: 

Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey, 
Ohio—Democrats retained the governor- 
ship; Republicans retained the Taft Sen- 
ate seat held temporarily by the Democrats 
through appointment; Republicans gained a 
House seat held by an Independent.

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The Worst Insult Yet 


Imagine a courtroom just before the start of 
an important trial involving most serious charges 
against a prominent defendant. Imagine that 
the judge is on the bench and the 12 jurors are 
in their chairs ready for the sound of the bailiff’s 
gavel. Imagine that just at that moment the 
defendant jumps to his feet and shouts out that 
the entire proceedings is “a lynching bee”! 

That in effect is what Senator McCarthy has 
done. With the Senate assembling for an extra- 

session, voted by its own members, with 
his awn party in control, he is so completely 
lacking, in qualification for the post he occupies 
that he hurls this shocking insult at each and 
every member of the Senate. In all the history 
of the United States Congress there has been no 
such demeaning of the people’s legislative body 
as this by one who sits in it. 

This “lynching bee” slur is an insult not to 
just those who are opposed to the Wisconsin 
demagogue’s long record of abuse of witnesses 
before a Senate subcommittee. It insults as 
well even those who for one reason or another 
have intended to take the floor in his defense. 
For they, too, are members of the Senate. They 
did not fight against scheduling the session after 
the election. Thus whether they like it or nét, 
Senator Dirksen of Illinois, Jenner of Indiana, 
Welker of Idaho and the other McCarthy backers 
are sitting in at “the lynching bee.” 

Anyone who doubts this need only turn to the 
Congressional Record for Aug. 2, 1954, page 
12361.

The vote was 
75 in favor to 12 opposed. Those opposed, in- 
cluding Senators Hennings of Missouri, Douglas 
of Illinois, Lehman of New York and Cooper of 
Kentucky, wanted the Senate to vote then and 
there on the Flanders censure resolution.

And all this done amidst sur- 
roundings in which the trees are still majestic, 
the wild flowers profuse, the birds songful, the 
streams clear and the skies glorious: whether in 
blue calm or black storm. 

Surely, the man who dominates this scene 
must be a gentleman—or, as the Romantic poets 
said, Nature’s nobleman. But maybe the name 
and the concept of “gentleman” have fallen into 
general disfavor. The stresses of the city mili- 
tate against gentleness. And some have utterly 
rejected it. Witness the sadder politicking of the 
recent campaign. Witness the complaint of 
school people that so many pupils have become 
ill-mannered that teaching is ever more diffi- 
cult. Witness the automobile driver who would 
risk a wreck rather than give way. Witness the 
stooping to vulgarity and worse by some of the 
“comics” publishers to pocket a child’s pennies. 

One could go on. 

But surely the Virgilian dignity lives on in the 
husbandman in spite of the tractor, car and radio. 
Certainly he has always been interested in better 
farming. And it is fitting enough to make this 
interest into the name of a farmers’ magazine, 
but should it be done at the cost of repudiating, 
of making an end to the country gentleman?

The new zone fare plan of St. Louis Public 
Service Co. looks good, as zone fare plans go. 


, This does not mean it invites automatic approval 


by the Missouri Public Service Commission. 

In the past the commission has indorsed the 
principle that transit riders should pay more for 
long rides than for short ones, Yet the. commis- 
sion has also rejected several zone fare propo- 
sals. This is the first time, however, that Public 
Service has offered a plan benefiting a large 
number of riders as well as penalizing many. 

_The proposal is complicated. It would add a 
5-cent zone charge to the 20-cent basic fare for 
long-distance trips, especially those crossing the 
city limits. It would also offer a cheaper 30-cent 
round trip fare for one-zone riders who’do not 
transfer. The present 20-cent one-way fare would 
still apply to most riders not crossfhg the city 
boundary. 

By offering a cheaper one-zone fare, the com- 
pany expects to encourage transit riding inside 
the city and hence relieve traffic congestion. The 
unfortunate ‘corollary is that the increased zone 
fares are bound to discourage long-haul riders, 
and push even more county residents into using 
automobiles. 

Nevertheless, the plan might indeed promote 
use of the transit lines in the most crowded part 
of the metropolitan area. And it should permit 
further experiments with: the park-ride system 
to relieve traffic congestion. 

That much granted, the question is whether 
Public Service needs a fare increase. For that is 
what the zone plan amounts to. The company 
estimates it would bring in $400,000 to $450,000 
more annual revenue. 

Earlier this year the State Public Service Com- 
mission granted a fare increase intended to put 
the company’s profit rate at 5 per cent. The com- 
pany had paid record dividends the year before. 
Now the company seeks its ninth fare rise in six 
years. Is there to be no end to the repeated ef- 
forts to jingle the fare box? 

On Jan. 25 the voters of city and county will 
pass on the new plan for a metropolitan transit 
district. The freeholders have proposed local in- 
stead of state regulation of mass transportation. 
Public Service could not have picked a better 
time to arouse public Interest in that idea if the 
company had done it on purpose.

The sister of the reporter of these 
conversations states, I think, the best 
use for this book. “Abstract ideas 
which the average reader might find it 
difficult to get from’—previously pub- 
lished works of Whitehead—“here come 
out in casual conversation, quite easy 
to grasp.” Through this book a great 
philosopher of science and the humani- 
ties may provoke the interest of the gen- 
eral reader. Here many of the main 
ideas, beliefs and tastes of an outstand- 
ing thinker of our time are reported 
somewhat as Boswell reported Johnson. 
Such books are rare and could be valued 
in our age when the cultures of men 
are in conflict. 


The reporter is skilled at recording 
dialogue from memory and he had the 
book partly com- 
posed before Mr. 
and Mrs. Whitehead 
knew he was writ- 
ing down their 
spoken _ thoughts. 
After that the re- 
cordings were 
checked and cor- 
rected from time to 
time. The whole is 
as accurate as it 
was possible to 
make it. 

Most of the dia- 
logues took place 
during World War 
II. They enter the 
fields of philosophy, religion, science, 
education, statesmanship, literature, art 
and the conduct of life. We get im- 
portant details of his own life and 
studies. We see a philosopher at work 
on the problems of men. Matter from 
the furthest reaches of the mind is re- 
lated to going events. And the author 
and Mrs. Whitehead are much more than 

gadflies.” Their combined thought is 
often the choicest of an evening’s meet- 
ing. But Mrs. Whitehead took part in 


nearly all the conversations for that 
matter. 


. Prof. Whitehead felt completely at 
home in the United States though he 
came to this country at the age of 63. 
He spoke as a philosopher of America 
and the world. It is interesting to learn 
that he believed the next refreshment 
of American philosophy would. come 
from the Midwest and looked to the 
United States to lead the nations of 
the world to a freer and more secure 
life.

Jurors Report Rejection of 
‘Many Half-Baked 
Moderns.’

A minor revolution is in evi- 
dence on the walls of the Ar- 
tists’ Guild, 812 Union Doule- 
yard, where the St. Louis area’s 
1954 water color and pastel 
show opened yesterday with a 
reception. 

This particular revolt among 
the many in art is, moreover, 
in a reverse direction, Though 
abstractions are included, repre- 
sentational painting emerges nu- 
merically stronger than it has 
been in an open contest here 
since the close of World War II. 

It should be made clear at 
once, however, that the exhi- 
bition reflects the preferences 
of two out-of-town jurors and is 


There the President defended 
in detail the “partnership” pow- 
er policy and threw his arm 
around Guy Cordon in a des- 
perate effort to save the Oregon 
Senator.

trol the rates. It has meant a 
halt also on much-needed proj- 
ects which the Government 
alone could build, 


Full of ‘Left-Wingers.’ 


The policy as it is working 
out was deseribed with -homely 
simile. in a letter tv a Portland 
newspaper which this reporter 
clipped out when he was in Ore- 
gdén during the campaign, as fol- 
lows: ' 

“According to Senator Cor- 
don, all who disagree with him 
or lack admiration for his sena- 
torial record are ‘left-wingers,’ 
which would appear to leave the 
State of Oregon really ‘loaded’ 
with ‘em. But contrary to one 
of the Senator’s complaints, we 
alleged ‘left-wingers’ do not fear 
or distrust ‘partnership,’ that is 
‘partnership’ as such—only that 
kind of ‘partnership’ wherein 
one partner gets the milk-pro- 
ducing end of the cow while the 
other partner gets only the feed 
bill.” )

—Gov. William B. Umstead, who 
had been ill since he took office 
less than two years ago, died in 
Watts Hospital here yesterday. 
He was 59 years old, 


Umstead, a Democrat, had 
served as United States Repre- 
setative and Senator and was 
elected Governor “in 1952. He 
will be succeeded by Luther H. 
Hodges, 56, elected Lieutenant 
Governor in 1952 in his first 
political venture. Hodges will 
be sworn in tomorrow. 

Umstead had suffered a heart 
attack on Jan. 8, 1953, two days 
after his inauguration as Gover- 
nor. He was re-admitted to 
Watts Hospital Thursday with a 
severe cold. Pneumonia devel- 
oped. His wife and 12-year-old 
daughter, Merle Bradley, were 
at the bedside when he died. 

Funeral services will be to- 
morrow in Durham. 

Umstead was a United States 

Representative from 1932-1938 
when Congress enacted much of 
President ~ Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s New Deal into law. He 
retried in 1938 to enter private 
law practice at Durham. 
In 1946, Umstead was appoint- 
ed by Gov. R. Gregg Cherry to 
the United States Senate to suc- 
ceed the late Josiah W. Bailey. 
Two years later he suffered ‘the 
only defeat of his political ca- 
reer when the late J. Melville 
Broughton won the Senatorial 
nomination. 

Umstead was elected Governor 
in 1952 to succeed W. Kerr Scott.

He quit law practice to become 
a newspaperman and was city 
editor of the old St. Louis Re- 
public. 

In 1918 Mr. Edwards became 
chief of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau's income tax division 
here. He resigned that position 
in 1921 to become a tax con- 
sultant, but returned to the bu- 
reau in 1934 as assistant col- 
lector. He was retired from the 
bureau in 1946. He wac acting 
collector between the terms of 
the late Robert E. Hannegan and 
James P. Finnegan. 

Mr, Edwards was appointed 
in 1948 as head of the St. Louis 
branch of the state sales tax of- 
fice after an investigation un- 
covered irregularties in the 


handling of sales tax collections. 
He later took charge of the in- 
come tax division of the state 
office here. 

At one time Mr. Edwards was 
chief deputy circuit clerk in St. 
Louis and manager of the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri in St. 
Louis. His father, the late 
James F, Edwards, was door- 
keeper on the. Democratic side 
of the United States Senate for 
2 years. 

Surviving is his wife, Mrs. 
Lulu Duncan Edwards.

Cleaning Masonry With Acid. 


GOOD many people spend a 

good déal of time and a good 

deal of money painting a 
masonry wall or floor only to 
find that when the paint be- 
comes dry it falls or chips away. 
In most cases this is not the fault 
of the paint or masonry—the 
fault is that the masonry was 
dirty and, as we all so well 
know, paint just won't stick to 
a dirty surface. 


A good way to clean a mason- 
ry surface is with acid. The 
reason you have to use acid is 
that masonry is porous and once 
the dirt has been absorbed, it 
can’t very easily be scrubbed 
out, When the masonry is given 
an acid wash, the surface film 
of masonry is removed and with 
it comes the dirt. 


The acid used for this pur- 
pose_is muriatic acid and you 
can buy it at most hardware 
stores. Handle it gently for the 
concentrated acid is strong stuff. 
Wear old clothes, rubber gloves 
and goggles. Fill a container 
with 10 parts water and then 
add one part of the acid. Be 
careful not to let it splash. 


Wet down the miasonry sur- 
face and then apply the acid 
with a scrubbing brush with a 
long handle. Let it sit on the 
masonry for a few minutes and 
then give the surface a good 
scrubbing. a: ae 


Now rinse the surface down 
with several applications of 
fresh water. Use plenty of wa- 
ter because if any trace of the 
acid remains, it’s not going to 
do the paint much good,

HOLLYWOOD. 

EFORE starting today’s re- 
Boot on another day of Liber- 

ace’s week, I have to hark 
back to the birthday party re- 
ported yesterday. Long after 
midnight, I remember Liberace 
looking at Duke Goldstone, his 
director, and asking: 

“What are we going to do to- 
morrow?” 

Goldstone laughed and said 
he didn’t know. 

“You'd better,” Liberace said, 
“because I didn’t keep any 
notes.” 

They were talking about plans 
for filming a Liberace television 
show. Shooting began promptly 
at 9 a.m. the day following the 
party. 

Brother George arrived at 8 
a.m. to get the orchestra set up. 
Lee (that’s Liberace) arrived at 
8:30 to get dressed and made up 
so the cameras could turn at 9. 
All hands seemed clear-eyed and 
bright except me. I was. still 
groggy from the party. 

Liberace may have been kid- 
ding the night before about not 
knowing what he was going to 
do. But there was some truth in 
what he said. I asked to see a 
script for the show. They showed 
me a single sheet of paper con- 
taining the names of six tunes. 

Nothing was written for the 
show except the orchestra ar- 
rangements. Liberace never uses 
a script. Neither does Goldstone. 
They just go to work and grind 
a show out of their heads, com- 
pleting the shooting in one long 
day. They finish anywhere from 
7 to 10 p.m. This week*s show 
was wound up at 8:30. 

Filming takes place in a 
neighborhood theater in Beverly 
Hills that has been adapted for 
TV. There is no audience. The 
applause heard on Liberace’s TV 
program was recorded back in 
the days. when he had a live 
show with an audience. So, 
while in a sense it’s fake, it’s 


still authentic applause for Lib- 
erace. 

Liberace worked all day in 
a blue silk full dress suit with 
light blue shirt and tie. The 90- 
degree day plus the lights made 
the theater a sweatbox. As soon 
as each shot was finished, a 
man rushed over to help Lib- 
erace take off his tail coat. Came 
time to shoot again, the man 
came back with the coat and 
helped him put it on and an- 
other man patted the sweat from 
his face. 

Between takes, Liberace and 
George wore paper napkins 
tucked in their collars. A full 
orchestra was on the stage. Lib- 
erace doesn’t use the movie tech- 
nique of recording first and then 
filming action to match the 
music. Everything was recorded 
as they went along. 

The heat plus the soothing 
music drifting from the stage 
put me to sleep several times. 
Sounds of minor crises drifted 
back occasionally, too. These 
snapped me to attention. 

Once Goldstone yelled for a 
take. Liberace’s coat putter-on 
went into action. He smoothed 
the coat and then picked suspi- 
ciously at Liberace’s shirt collar. 

“Wilted, huh?” Liberace said. 
“Yup,” the man said grimly. 

“I only have one more,’ 
Liberace said. 

“You better save that for the 
vocal,” Goldstone said, 

“‘Maybe we can send it across 
the street and get it ironed,” the 
wardrobe man said. 

The only crisis bigger than 
that all day was when the harp 
string broke. The string snapped 
in the middle of a Chopin harp 
etude. Goldstone didn’t stop 
the cameras. He let them finish 
the number to the end. 

He didn’t order a retake until 
the sound man assured him the 
snap was really noticeable. One 
take of every number, after a 
rehearsal or two, is usually 
enough. Otherwise they couldn’t 
finish in a day. 

It was 3 p.m. before Liberace 
got to slip into a black silk 
dressing gown and eat his lunch 
from a paper sack brought from 
home. By 3:30 he was back at 
work. There were occasional 10- 


minute breaks for the musicians. 
But Liberace and his key men 
used those for conferences. 

Liberace’s hair looked un- 
naturally silver under the lights 
—much more silvery than it was 
the night before. I followed him 
into the make-up room when he 
reported for a touchup job to 
see if I could find out about the 
silver. 

In the ordinary light his hait 
looked black with a few natural 
silver-gray streaks. Back under 
the lights—without anything 
having been done to it—it glist- 
ened like silver. 

“I don’t do anything to my 
hair,” he said. “It’s the lights 
that do it. A lot of people 
think I’m a blond. It’s the way 
I photograph.” 

Once George came around to 
Say: “You notice Lee doesn’t 
use a teleprompter or an idiot 
sheet. He has everything in his 
head. That's his secret. He 
can look right in the camera 
and talk directly to everybody.”

NE of the amazing things of 
Q the day was watching Liber- 
ace bow to imaginary ap- 
plause at the end of each num- 
ber — applause that would be 
dubbed in later. 

I could tell Liberace was 
hearing applause in his head 
when he did it. He was so effec- 
tive he almost made me hear it. 

Next day, I toured Liberace’s 
house under history-making cir- 
cumstances. He was not just 
showing me through the place. 
He was gathering Liberace mu- 
seum pieces to send to a new 
Liberace shrine in Chicago. 

After witnessing the birth of 
the shrine, I took a swim in Li- 
berace’s piano-shaped pool. It 
was Mom Liberace, the one who 
barred me from the house at 
the beginning of the week, who 
let me in. Her suspicion of me 
diminished gradually. 

Liberace was in the kitchen 
with his sister, Angie, who does 
some of his personal secretarial 
work. He was wearing a matched 
beach outfit—sport shirt, black 
with big pink pineapples on it, 
shorts and black sandals.

Mom Liberace watched with 
a worried look. 

“It’s insured, Mom,” Seymour 
Heller, Liberace’s manager, re- 
assured her, ‘‘They insure every-

West made a terrific bull when 
he doubled six spades (which he 
had lashed to the mast) and 
thereby scared South into run- 
ning to an excellent contract, 
six no-trump. West's double of 
that contract also was largely a 
case of sheer pique. 

West decided to lead his top 
diamond —an innocuous choice 
since ‘declarer would have had 
to finesse against East in any 
event. South took East’s queen, 
laid down the ace of ¢pades to 
confirm his fears, and then, with 
an eye to a squeeze, led his 
singleton heart and played low 
from dummy, East had to over- 
take West's six-spot, and he 
could do no better than return 
a diamond. South won on the 
table, cashed his four club 
tricks, then laid down the high 
diamond. This lead made West 
give up the ghost; or, to be 
more techincal about it, to give 
up his.stopper in either spades 
or hearts. Six no-trump, doubled 
and made. 

Two points of interest stand 
out in the play of this hand, 
quite aside from the high in- 
discretion West committed in 
doubling six spades. 

First, as South started the 
play, West could have thrown a 
very effective’ monkey-wrench 
into the machinery by putting 
in the heart 10 (or jack) on 
South’s lead toward dummy. 
Then, with East’s proper co-op- 
eration in the heart department, 
West could have been the one 
to take the heart trick that de- 
clarer had to concede early for 
squeeze purposes, and West then 
could have led the spade queen 
to break up the entries for the 
squeeze. Try this. 

The second point, however, 
is that South might well have 
given up the heart trick im- 
mediately, before laying down 
the spade ace, and then there 
could have been no defense.

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif.
